At least five strikers were killed and many 


‘wounded. 
The extentfof the daylight battle at Stickle 
Holiow is just becoming known. ‘There has 


not been so nere a conflict in the coke re- 


gion since the inauguration of the strike. In 

fact itis the first engagement in which both 
deputies and strikers were shooting to kill. 
The number of killed is five and the 
wounded eight, and otner victims of the un- 
fortunate affair may be found when time can 
be had fora more thorough investigation of 
the results. It was a battle with as many 
guns on one side as on the other, and with as 
much fring by the strikers as by the depu- 
ties. Among the wounded are three depu- 
ties, while the killed are all strikers. 

: ‘CAUSE OF THE BATTLE. 

When the workmen came to the strikers in 
the public roads they were asked to go 
home. The workmen were about to comply 
with the command when the deputies 
rushed into the midst of the men, got 

on of the workmen and marched 
them to the pit. In this part of the 
performance a deputy sheriff fired a shot, 
which opened up the battle. There was 
volley after volley fired by each side at 
close range. The strikers stood their 
grounds while their comrades were falling 
one by one, but their ammunition giving out 


— and it requiring too much time to load the 


, Shotguns, they were forced to give up the 
fight and dee to escape the bullets from the 
fifty Winchesters. 

It is said the rstrikers were advancing on 
the line of deputies when the latter fired the 
first shot. A large numberof strikers were 
arrested by the deputies to-day, who had 
guns in their possession and who were 
equipped with ammunition. They are now 
held there and willbe brought to 
zan together here. It is now believed that 
the deputies had some provocation for shoot-

A TRAIN CAPTURED TO CARRY THE 
MOB TO CENTRALIA. 


An Army of 700 Armed and Determined 
Men—Forcible Possession Taken of an 
Illinois Central Train—The Sheriff Un- 
able to Control the Invaders—A Strong 
Appeal to Gov. Altgeld tor Help. 


CENTRALIA, III., May 24.—ADonut 500 striking 
miners from Duquoin and the st. Johns 
mines arrived in this city to-day on an II- 
nois Central freight train and proceeded to 
the Big Four mine operated by Pottenger & 
Davis in the northern limits of the city. They 
Gemolished considerable of the machinery 
and filled the shaft with about fifteen feet of 
debris, Gump-carts and other loose material 
about the mine. Every glass and sash in the 
bulldings were smashed. The total damage 
to the property is estimated at $2,000. The 
Big Four mines have for the past three days 
been running with about thirty men, and 
yesterday they refused to come out at the 
request of the local committee. 

The Duquoin strikers boarded a freight 
train in this city and forced the engineer, 
Charles Stewart, to haul them here. Sherif 
Helms was notified at Salem that the men 
were coming and a special engine sent to 
convey him here, buthe did not arrive in 
time to prevent destruction of the property. 

The striking miners held a meeting and 
city on foot for Odin, eight miles north of 
here to shut down the mine here. The Sheriff 
swore in about fifty deputies who were 
equipped with Winchesters from the armory 
here and left for Odin ona special train. 
The miners were well armed with pistols 
and plenty of ammunition. 


THE GOVERKOR APPEALED TO. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 24.—Gov. Altgeld at 
7:25 this morning received the following mes- 
sage from Sherif? Helmes of Marion County: 
CENTRALIA, III., May 24. 


To Gov. Altgeld: 

A mob of 700miners took forcible posses- 
sion of an Iimois Central Railway engine 
and ten -Cars at Duquoin at midnight, 
compelling the engineer and sWitchmen to 
bring them here, arriving at 8:40a. m., and 
they immediately proceeded to Pottenger & 
Davis’ mine and Olled the mine with props, 
cars, ties, ete., demolished their office, the 
electric light plant and engine and did 
other damage. Damage estimated at $4,000 
to $6,000. I have deputized a number 
of men and exhausted by power. I am una- 
bie to control the mob, who are armed. 
They have fired several volleys. No Hves 
lost, but are in great danger. Send deputies 
at once. Answer. M. J. HELXS, Sherif. 


THE GOVERKNOR’S SHARP REPLY. 
The Governor replied as follows: 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 24. 


To M. J. Holmes, Sherif, etc.: 

Will send you arms at once if you need 
them, but caunotorder out troops on facts 
set out in your telegram. Lou say the mob 
arrived at Centralia mines after 4 o’elock 
this morning and committed violence, anda 
little after 7 o’clock you already called for 
troops, and it does not appear that you have 
done anything worth mentioning towards 
discharging your duties in the premises. The 
law gives you power to call on such men of 
your county as you choose to assist you and 
as many as you need. There is no doubt but 
a reasonable number of deputies properiy 
armed can enforce the law and protect 
property in your county. The law does 
not authorize me to relieve yoa of this re- 
sponsibility; desides it does not appear from 
your telegram that any further violence is 
threatened, but if there were, you can put a 
force of Geputies on zuard Defore we could 
possibly get troops there. We will order 
out the troops promptly in every case that 
is brought within the law and cannot do so 
in any other.

Clara Shipp Found Dying in Annie 
Newland’s House. 


An Ambulance Called and the Girl Re- 
moved to the Hospital, ) 


SHE DIED AT THAT INSTITUTION WITH- 
OUT REGAINING CONSCIOUSNESS. 


A Short Time Before Her Death She Gave 
Birth to a Child Which Lived But a 
Few Minutes—The Girl Came From 
Glasgow, Mo. ° 


This afternoon at 1 o’clock Clara Shipp, 28 


years of age and single, died at the City Hos- 
pital after giving birth to a child, which also 
died. 

The immediate cause of death was a 
dose of rough on rats which she took this 
morning. 

About 11:80 o’clock this morning An- 
nie Newland, who ocondusts the iy- 
ing-in establishment at No. 29 
South Fourteenth street, rushed out of her 
establishment and hastily summoned, 
through the Four Courts telephone, an am- 
bulance from the City Dispensary, stating 
that she wished to have one of her 
patients removed tothe City Hospital. The 
ambulance was sent tothe placeand the 
driver, named Rheinharat, found a 
woman aparentiy about 20 years old, ina 
second-story room, surrounded by four 
other women in beds. The woman was uncon- 
scious and he had to carry her in his arms to 
the first noor and then draw her through a 
front window on a stretcher. The 
patient was taken to the City Dis- 
pensary, but Dr. Hough coulda 
not say what the woman was suffering from. 
It may be epilepsy and it may be strych- 
nine poisoning,’’ said he.jWithout any§delay 
the young woman was conveyed to the City 
Hospital and she died there about 
1 o’clock this afternoon, after giving birth to 
a child and without baving regained con- 
sciousness, 

When AmbulanceDriver Rnfhehart reached 
the house he could not get any in- 
formation further than the fact that 
she had taken poison. This information 
was imparted by the other patients who 
were in the same room. The dead 
girl was in a delicate condition, and had 
only Deen in the house for the past three or 
four days. Her name could not be ascertained 
there and Mme. Newland, the proprte- 
tor of the establishment, refused 
to give any information concerning the 
woman. She said she would visit the 
oity Hospital and give the phy- 
sicians all she knew of her. 
When a Post-DIsPaTOn reporter visited the 
Newland establishment, one of the 
women of the house opened a sec: 
ond-story window and said that 
Mise Newland was notin, having left the 
house about 11 o’clock in the morning. At 
1:30 o’clock she had not reached the City 
Hospital, however. 

Later it was learned that the girl was 
from Glasgow, Mo., and had been here 
on a visit at the Newland Insti- 
tute about five weeks ago. She is an 
orphan, but has relatives in Glasgow. It is 
presumed she made arrangements at the in- 
stitute to give birth to her child—but 
becoming despondent took the dose of 
poison which killed her.

HEWASCRAZED| 


John Ayers Winds Up a Drank by 


Suicide. 


Sent His Wife and Child Out of the 
Room. 


AS THEY WERE DESCENDING THE 
STAIRS THEY HEARD THE REPORT. 


Ayers Was a Good Fellow When Sober, 
But His Spree Seemed to Have Unset- 
tled His Mind— He Was a Friend of 


Wolgamott’s. 


John Ayers, 80 years old, a switchman. liv- 
ing at 2148 Gratiot street, shot and Killed 
himself this morning at 9 o’clock, 
He had been drinking heavily, and when 
he arose he sent his wife out of 
the room, telling her that he 
was going to kin himself, She had no sooner 
closed the door than he fired the shot with 
fatal effect. 

Ayers has been on a prolonged spree. He 
workea as a switchman in the Missouri 
Pacific yards and was a most excellent man 
when sober, but he occasionally disappeared 
for weeks at a time. He never lost his situa- 
tion, always being put to work again as soon 
as he showed up. 


This last spree began on May 10, and since. 


then he has done no work. When drunk he 
was quarrelsome and morose, and it was not 
safe to cross him. 

AWOKE DESPERATE. 

Last night he was drunk as usual when he 
went to bed. He awoke this morning in a 
most desperate and irritable mood, He put 
on his trousers, shirt and stockings and 
kept cursing his luck, threatening to Kill 


himself. His wife, who was inthe room with 
thelr 18 months old child, thought he was 
merely talking, untilshe happened to look 
oP and saw him with his pistolin his hand. 

e was sitting on the bed. 

Put that away, John, she said to him. 

No,“ he answered. I'm „ kill my - 
self, Get out of the room and take the da by 
with you. 

The wife tried to dissuade him, but she saw 
by his eyes that he was insane through 
drink. here was no use atrogeting with 
him, for he was a big, powerful man. She 
seized the baby and rushed from the bed- 
room in fear of her life.

admitted that he had been drinking heavily 
for two weeks. 

FRIEND OF WOLGAMOTT. 

Ayers was a friend of Wolgamott, the 
switchLman who murdered his wife and after- 
wards committed suicide about throe weeks 
ago. Atthe time of thisdouble crime Ayers 
laughed at Wolgamott, and said that any 
man who killed himself was a fool. His fel- 
low workmen say that he was the last per- 
son they would have thought would have 
committed such a deed.

TIPS ON AMENDMENTS IN POSSESSION

Wastinotowr, D. C., May . — Tue Senate 
Bribery Investigating Committee to-day be- 
gan the inquiry into the connection of the 
Sugar Trust with the tariff legislation. E. J. 
Edwards, the author of the Holland“ letter 
in the Philadelphia paper, was beforethe 
committee for several hours. Owing to the 
fact that the committee sat behind closed 
Goors, and the additional fact that after 
emerging from the committee-room Mr, 
Eawards was unwilling to dis- 
cuss the proceedings, details of the 
inquiry cannot be had. It is known, 
however, that Mr. Edwards presented a 
written memorandam giving some of the 
sources of information contained in his let- 
tor andstating that he could not give his 
authority on the other cases and why he 
could not. ö 

He declined to give his authority for the 
information contained in his letter, to the 
effect that Secretary Carlisle had appeared 
before the tariff sub-committee, consisting of 
Senators Jones, Vest and Mills, before the 
original Senate bill was reported, and 
bad insisted that sugar be given 
protection because of the party pledges, 
made previous to election or for the 
statement that Mr. Carlisle had himseif re. 
vised and written the sugar schedule, This 
schedule as prepared by Mr. Carlisle is still 
in existence and might be obtained. The 
fact could be definitely ascer- 
tained by summoning members of 
the Finance Committee, Other § state- 
ments in his letter, the authority for 
which Mr. Edwards declinedto give, were 
those that $500,000 was the amount con- 
tributed by the Sugar Trust to the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund in 1892, and 
that a member of the firm of Moore & Schiey, 
who, he said inhis letters, were Senator 
Brice’s brokers, had, been in possession of 
the latest amendments which had been 
agreed upon to the tariff Dill before the time 
when Senator Voorhees still insisted on the 
floor of the Senate that no amendments had 
been agreed to. It was his ja formation that 
this firm had a representative iu Wash- 
ington who was the man to whom t 
amendments were handed. He could not 
recall this man’s name, but he suggested 
that it would be a comparatively easy matter 
for the committee to establish his identity. 
With reference to the contribution of $500,- 
000 to campaign fund in the 
last presidential election, Mr. Edwards 
said that it would bea breach of faith to re- 
vealthe name of his authority. He also 
stated that it was his information that that 
money had not been contributed directly to 
the National Committee, but had been given 
to other organizations where it was 
understood the money would be used in 
ways to result to the benefit of the national 
campaign. Nor was his information post- 
tive that the Sugar Trust as 
had made the contribution; it may 
bave been made by or through in- 
dividual members of this trust with the 
understanding that in case of success the 
trust should be protected against damaging 
lezislation. Heinstanced in support of this 
information a statement made by Gov. 
Waller of Connecticut before an investigatin 
committee in that State, in whichhe sal 
Gov. Waller had stated that wealthy men of 
New York had contributed $100,000 towards 
Democratic success in Connecticut, Mr. d- 
wards said it was his information that half of 
this amount had deen contributed oy Mr.

THE LAD’S FATHER BEGINS A PROSE 
CUTION AGAINST JANITOR REINEORR, 


Jobn Conley, an 1)-Year-Old Boy, the 
Victim—He Is Accused by the Janitos 
ot an Offense and Protests His Tano“ 
cence-A Brutal Attempt to Punish 
Him—The Part Principal Butler Played 
Another School Outrage. 


Patrick W. Oonley, an ex-police officer, who 
lives at 6827 Minnesota avenue, swore outa 
warrant this morning in the Carondelet 
volice Court against Fred O. Reinecke, jani-« 
torof the Blow School, whom he charges 
with having assaulted his ll-year-old boy, 
John F. Conley.

The suit has 
been bitterly fought inasmuch asthe tracks 
objected to are used constantly for switch- 
ing and passenger service and were contem- 
plated as depot tracks by the Wabash for its 
belt read.

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THE SENATE'S BEST PLAN. 


Senator Toller did. good service for the 
Democratic majority in the Benate by his 
motion to table the tariff bill. The defeat 
of the motion by the united vote of the 
Populists and Democrats present] indicates 
that the bill will pase by a substantial 
majority whenever it is put to a vote. 

The vote ‘‘blazes’’ the way for the Sen- 
ate Democrats. It sweeps away all ex- 
cuse for Republican filbustering, because 
the sole ground of such tactics was the 
hope that the bill might be defeated. 
This hope is destroyed by the vote against 
the tabling motion, and if the Democrats 
force the passage of the bill the Republi- 
cans must acquiesce or assume responsi- 
bility for useless delay.

In this sentence is found the kernel of 
all the wisdom that is to be garnered from 
Maj. Schwan’s book. The whole lesson of 
itofany worth to mankind is the ‘‘sense 
of the overwhelming burden’’ of militar- 
ism, the knowledge of its tremen- 
dous cost to the people who sup- 
port it. Not only are the bone 
and sinew of the German nation with- 
drawn from productive labor, but the 
sweat of millions of men must pay for 
their support and equipment. The flower 
of the nation is devoted to the profession 
of man-killing and may become ‘food for 
powder’’ at the will of their War 
Lord. 

Maj. Schwan’s book should be put in 
the hands of every American citizen capa- 
ble of getting at ite true value.

A Story of Repeated Bigamy That Bndea 
(Happily. 

CoLumBus, O., May 24.—There was an un- 
usual event in the study of Chaplain Winget 
of the State prison last evening. It was a 
wedding in which the groom wasa convict 
with the major part ofaseven years’ sen- 
tence yet to serve and the bride the daughter 
of one of Cincinnati’s most prominent fam- 
ilies. 

Twelve years ago B. F. Conrad came to 
Cincinnati from Minneapolis, where he had 


loft a wife and two cbildren,. At Cincinnati 
he married Miss Emma berle. Ten 
years they Itwed together happily and 
three children were born to them. Then 
the fact that he had another wife living 
became known. He was penitent and Mrs.

This he did, and about a year ago returned 
ana announcing that he had been divorced, 
was for the secondtime married to Miss 
Enerle, Soon afterward it transpired that 
while it was true that he had deen 
divorced in Minnesota he had fallen in 
love with a Milwaukee girl onthe way back 
to Cincinnati and married her, so his second 
marriage to Miss Kverle was as iliegal as the 
frst.

IZ HIS DEAD WIFE’S CLOTHES. 


range Story Told by a Man Who Mas- 
queraded in Female Attire. 


New Tonk, May 24.—A prisoner who was 
yesterday sent to Blackwell’s Island for 
masquerading in woman’s attire, told a 
queer story to explain his motive for wearing 
female apparel. He gave his name as Charles 
Williams, but itis known that this name Is 
not his own. 

He wasiarrested in the South Brooklyn 
ferry waiting- room while dressed as a 
woman and occupying a seat in the ladies’ 
apartment. To a reporter the prisoner toid 
a remarkable story. He sald: My wife died 


six years ago in Buffalo and I was 
disconsolate at her loss. One day the idea 
seized me of dressing myself in her clotbes. 
I did 30, and upon surveying myself in the 
looking- giass, seemed to be looking at my 
dead wife. The delusion ‘fascinated me 
and I could not resist. At first I only 
wore the clothes in my own room and would 
sit for hours in front of the glass in com. 
munion with my wife. she was a good 
woman, and we had one child, who died. 
After a while the notion to go out and mingle 
with people while wearing my wife’s clothes 
took possession of me and I could not resist. 
Iladmit that the waist or jacket which ] am 
wearing to-day wus not my wife's, but still 
the delusion that I am representing her is 
just as strong as though it were. I bought 
this jacket, which you see has puffed 
sleeves, because to have worn an 
old-fashioned garment, entirely out of the 
present style, would have made me too con- 
spicuous. Ihave not done any man, woman 
or child any injury, and while I admit that it 
is quite right that I should be arrested, and 
am glad that I was arrested, I do not think I 
should be given so hard a sentence. The rea- 
son that I went into the apartment set aside 
for ladies was because I was suddenly taken 
sick atthe stomach. I intended no harm or 
disrespect to any body. 

When asked to explain why he said he was 
glad that he was arrested, the prisoner re- 
plied: Because only by being taken into 
custody could the insane notion that had 
taken possession of me be driven away. I 
Aght against it, and I can prove by many 

ersons that in all other frespects I am per- 

ectly sound in mind. Idonotliketo admit 
that this is insanity, but how else can I 
accuunt for it? [aman expert bookkeeper 
and um 46 years old. I will not give 
the name of my employer, for I do not wish 
to bring any disgrace upon others.’ 

There was no trace of effeminacyin the 
man’s voice, but his appearance, despite 
his lugubriovus tale, was supremely ridi- 
culous. A brown wig of curly hair, which he 
had not been ableto adjust properl with- 
outa hand-glass, sat awry on the k of 
his head, showing the beginning ofan al- 
most bald head.

FLAMING GARMENTS. 


The Terrible Plight of a Fireman and 
an Engineer. 


GALESEURG, III., May 24.—When the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy fast mail train was 
four miles east of Kewanee to-day and going 
at the rate of fifty miles per hour, the glass 
in the lubricatorcan broke, and instantly 
three quarts of kerosene was spilied by steam 
pressure through the cab.

CONSIDERABLY. 


The Creps the Principal Infiuence—News 
From Abroed—Cheat From the Boards 
ef Trade. 


There is not now near the bearishness in 
the St. Louis wheat market there was a short 
time ago. Crop news is losing the gilt edge 
it had, and is taking a more somber aspest. 
The prospect was not so excellent as a week 
ago, as the plant is disappointing the 
farmers by not heading outas they expected. 
This is causing them to reduce their esti- 
mates in the prospective yield, the farmers’ 
reports to the country grain dealers are 
coloring their reports to the city merchant 
and the latter are feeling not 80 
sanguine of a very large yield. Spec- 
ulation feels thig naturally and some ofthe 
leading traders here, who had been very 
bearish, have covered their short wheat, 
and some of them have taken the long side. 
The foreign news is not so 0bearish, 
either, as there are  intimations of 
late damage by frosts in the 
Continental cables that is also refiected in 
their stronger markets. All this is having its 
effect upon speculative markets inthis 
country, though the cash demand shows no 
improvement; but the cash demand is 
always the last to improve. 

The Liverpool cotton advices were of a 
favorable character and the takings of Man- 
chester spinners the largest for a long time, 
the sales amounting to 12,000 bales. Both 
spots and futures were quoted higher. Ad- 
vices from Northern Georgia are that the 
cotton crop has been damaged Dy heavy, 
continuous rains.
